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1959  was  an  epidemic  year  for  measles. 


Cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  happily  very  low  —  and  this 
reflects  great  credit  on  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  their  zealous 
efforts  to  ensure  that  the  standards  laid  down  in  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  are  maintained.  One  cannot  affort  to  be  too  confident, 
however,  for  there  must  be  many  cases  of  food  poisoning  which  do 
not  come  to  official  notice  since  the  individual  may  never  consult 
his  doctor. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  or  of 
Diphtheria. 

The  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  notifications  is  the  highest  for 
many  years.  Fortunately  the  disease  was  not  in  a  severe  form  —  the 
condition  having  become  gradually  more  mild  during  recent  years. 

The  occurrence  of  occasional  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  needs 
careful  watching  to  avoid  as  far  as  possible  the  development  of 
epidemic  outbreaks.

major  causes  of  death,  viz.  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation, 
Cancer,  and  Respiratory  Conditions  (excluding  Tuberculosis  and 
Lung  Cancer),  all  contribute  a  greater  percentage  of  the  total  than 
in  1958. 

There  were  148  deaths  due  to  Coronary  Thrombosis  (compared 
with  119  last  year),  and  106  of  these  were  in  men.  Of  the  31  Lung 
Cancer  deaths  (28  yast  year),  24  occurred  in  men. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  last  year  was  885.

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VACCINATION  and  DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION  RETURNS 
(summarized  from  figures  supplied  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health)  Year  1959 
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Bearing  in  mind  particularly  that  we  are  near  both  a  sea  and  air  port,  at  which  in  view  of  the  speed  of  modern 
travel,  cases  of  smallpox  could  arrive  at  any  time,  this  table  does  not  present  a  picture  about  which  one  can  afford 
to  be  complacent.  It  suggests  that  the  overall  state  of  infant  immunity  is  not  as  high  as  it  should  be.  It  should  be 
emphasised  too  that  this  is  a  state  of  affairs  which  has  been  present  now  for  some  years,  and  immunity  amongst  the 
adult  population  of  the  immediate  future  must  be  similarly  very  low.

The  figures  for  1959  show  quite  a  considerable  improvement 
for  all  areas  compared  with  last  year.  Towards  the  end  of  1959  the 
position  with  regard  to  poliomyelitis  immunisation  was  such  that 
infants  were  being  immunised  as  they  begame  due.  The  back  log  of 
those  awaiting  immunisation  has  been  dealt  with  and  this  state  of 
affairs  has  probably  assisted  in  creating  the  more  satisfactory 
diphtheria  immunisation  position.

It  will  be  realised  that  many  people  included  in  the  above 
figures  are  not  Gloucestershire  residents,  although  they  work  in  the 
area.  Many  conditions  of  various  significance  were  found  among 
these  recalled  people,  including  2  cases  of  active  Tuberculosis,  and 
one  of  lung  cancer. 

During  January-February  the  Gloucestershire  Unit  was 
stationed  at  Soundwell  Clinic,  when  some  2,626  members  of  the 
public  attended  for  X-ray  —  including  many  who  came  in  groups 
from  various  factories,  etc.,  in  the  area.  Apart  from  this  visit  many 
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people  resident  in  South  Gloucestershire  were  X-rayed  at  the  static 
unit  in  Bristol.  Although  no  accurate  figure  is  available  for  these 
people,  the  number  of  them  who  were  residents  of  this  area  and 
who  had  to  be  recalled  for  large  film  check  X-rays,  is  known.  On 
the  assumption  that  this  amounts  to  3.67%  of  all  those  people  who 
attended  for  miniature  X-ray  (this  percentage  is  that  which  is 
applicable  to  the  whole  area  served  by  the  several  units,  mobile 
and  static,  stationed  in  Bristol),  some  7,300  people  from  Gloucester¬ 
shire  must  have  attended  the  Bristol  unit  during  1959.  This  figure 
is  in  addition  to  1,057  people  who  attended  the  public  sessions  at 
Soundwell  Clinic  in  January-February,  plus  those  South  Gloucester¬ 
shire  residents  included  in  the  “Industrial  Centres  etc.”  table  above. 

This  gives  a  total  figure  which  must  be  in  the  region  of  10,000 
at  least. 

The  analysis  of  the  large  film  check  X-rays  of  the  7,300  odd 
people  who  attended  the  Bristol  static  unit  is  given  in  Table  B,  and 
of  those  who  attended  the  Soundwell  Clinic  sessions  in  Table  C.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

With  the  exception  of  the  parish  of  Hawkesbury.  the  area  is 
supplied  with  water  by  the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company,  who  are 
now  the  Statutory  Water  Suppliers.  Chlorination  of  the  water  is 
carried  out  before  distribution  is  made. 

A  recent  independent  sample,  taken  by  an  officer  of  this 
department  and  submitted  for  analysis,  gave  a  satisfactory  chemical 
and  bacteriological  result. 

Dyrham  and  Hinton. 

Work  on  this  scheme  commenced  in  December  1959  and  it  is 
expected  to  be  completed  in  the  early  summer  of  1960.  The  main 
will  serve  58  dwellings.  7  farms  and  other  hereditaments.  The 
estimated  cost  is  £10.209,  and  the  Council’s  contribution  will 
amount  to  £6,613. 

Bagstone. 

An  extension  from  the  existing  main  near  Bagstone  Cottage 
has  been  approved  and  subject  to  the  sanction  of  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  will  be  partly  financed  by  this 
Council.  The  estimated  cost  is  £2.134  and  it  is  expected  that  the 
Council’s  contribution  will  amount  to  £1,176.  The  extension  will 
serve  5  cottages  and  two  farms. 

Westerleigh  Hill. 

This  extension  from  the  Codrington  main  will  consist  of  1,480 
yards  of  4"  main  and  will  serve  one  farm  and  four  houses.  The 
estimated  cost  is  £3,700.  of  which  the  Council’s  contribution  will 
amount  to  £2,178. 

Barrow  Hill,  Wick. 

This  small  scheme,  consisting  of  two  lengths  of  main  to  serve 
the  areas  around  Manor  Lane  and  Barrow  Hill,  Wick,  has  been 
completed  at  a  cost  of  £1,880  of  which  the  Council’s  contribution 
amounted  to  £1.200.  Some  four  houses  and  one  farm  are  served  by 
the  extensions. 

Other  Schemes. 

Subject  to  special  consideration  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  being  schemes  having  a  predominantly 
agricultural  need,  the  undermentioned  schemes  have  been  approved 
by  the  Council  for  the  purpose  of  Rate  Estimates  for  the  financial 
year  1960  -  1961.

Hawkesbury  Water  Supply. 

The  Kilcot  Pumping  Station  has  functioned  satisfactorily 
during  the  past  12  months  and  the  amount  of  water  pumped  was 
28,432,570  gallons  which  gives  a  daily  average  of  77,897  gallons. 

This  figure  represents  an  increase  of  28.4%  on  last  years 
consumption. 

The  maximum  rest  level  of  the  water  in  the  well  was  1 1  ft. 

In  spite  of  the  prolonged  drought  it  was  not  found  necessary  to 
impose  any  water  restrictions. 

Regular  quarterly  examinations  of  all  machinery  are  carried 
out  by  a  recognised  firm  of  engineers  and  all  items  needing  attention 
promptly  dealt  with. 

Several  bursts  were  experienced  in  those  portions  of  the  main 
laid  in  areas  of  clay  in  which  sulphate  reducing  bacteria  are  active, 
but  on  no  occasions  were  there  serious  interruption  of  supplies. 

Routine  sampling  of  both  raw  and  treated  water  has  been 
carried  out  and  all  samples  taken  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  10  domestic,  3  metered  connections  were  made 
and  2  standpipes  abolished.  The  totals  are  now  as  follows :  -

Ail  distributed  water  is  cholorinated  as  a  precautionary 
measure,  the  residual  chlorine  being  0.1  parts  per  million. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Main  Valley  Sewerage  Scheme. 

Proposals  will  be  considered  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  after  a  public  local  inquiry  to  be  held  in 
February,  1960. 

These  proposals  envisage  the  laying  of  a  trunk  sewer  from  the 
Bradley  Brook  Sewage  Works  along  the  valley  of  the  Bradley 
Brook  and  the  River  Frome  and  thence  through  the  City  of  Bristol 
to  a  point  at  Eastville,  there  to  connect  with  the  City  Council’s  new 
Northern  Storm  Water  Interceptor  which  is  now  being  laid  to  this 
point. 
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The  scheme  is  estimated  to  cost  £573,116  divided  as  follows : 

Sodbury  Rural  District  Council  £344,522 

Thornbury  Rural  District  Council  £  95,846 

Mangotsfield  Urban  District  Council  £132,748 

In  conjunction  with  the  trunk  sewer,  improvements  of  the 
Bradley  Brook  Works  are  to  be  carried  out  at  a  cost  of  £28,185  to 
provide  for  the  discharge  of  a  partially  treated  effluent  into  the 
trunk  sewer  to  be  connected  to  the  Bristol  system. 

Generally  these  proposals  deal  with  the  whole  of  the  Frome 
Valley  Drainage  area  and  the  ultimate  treatment  of  all  sewage  from 
the  valley  will  be  possible  at  a  works  to  be  constructed  at 
Holesworth,  Avonmouth  when  the  connection  of  all  the  trunk 
sewers  down  the  valley  of  the  River  Frome  is  completed. 

Filton /Southmead  Road  Flood  Relief  Sewer. 

This  scheme,  to  relieve  the  surcharging  of  foul  and  surface 
water  sewers  in  the  area  of  Southmead  Road,  Filton,  in  times  of 
storm,  was  commenced  in  June  1958  and  completed  in  January 
1959  at  a  cost  of  £8,660. 

PUCKLECHURCH. 

A  scheme  to  sewer  the  village  of  Pucklechurch  to  a  disposal 
works  on  the  East  side  of  the  village  with  a  small  separate  works 
for  the  Parkfield  area,  and  connections  to  the  Warmley  sewer,  near 
Mangotsfield  Railway  Junction,  for  the  Short  wood  district  was 
commenced  in  July  1958  and  completed  in  December  1959.  This 
scheme  enabled  two  small  sewage  works  serving  Council  estates  to 
be  abolished.  The  cost  of  the  scheme  (not  yet  finalised)  are  about 
£63,107. 

Old  Sodbury. 

This  scheme  provides  for  the  laying  of  lengths  of  sewer  North 
and  South  of  the  village  with  a  further  branch  to  Coombes  End 
finally  connecting  to  the  head  of  the  existing  sewer  at  Frome  Bridge. 
The  cost  is  estimated  at  £22,000  and  approximately  105  dwellings 
would  be  served. 

Stoke  Gifford. 

These  proposals  provide  for  a  length  of  sewer  to  serve  the  older 
portion  of  Stoke  Gifford,  the  Harry  Stoke,  Hambrook  Road  and 
North  Road  areas. 

The  scheme  is  divided  into  two  parts  one  section  of  which  will 
discharge  into  the  existing  sewer  at  Hambrook,  whilst  the  North 
Road  and  Harry  Stoke  districts  will  discharge  into  the  Filton  Ring 
Sewer  and  thence  to  the  Bradley  Brook  works  of  the  Filton  and 
Frome  Valley  Joint  Sewerage  Committee. 
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Doynton. 

This  scheme,  estimated  to  cost  £14,800  has  been  approved  in 
principle  and  a  start  is  expected  to  be  made  in  1960.  It  consists  of 
the  laying  of  lengths  of  sewer  to  a  sewage  disposal  works  to  be  sited 
on  the  Feltham  Brook  near  its  confluence  with  the  River  Boyd. 
Some  68  existing  properties  will  be  served. 


RAG  FLOCK 

AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951 

There  are  three  premises  in  the  district  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  the  regulations  made  under  the  Act,  one  being  licensed  for  the 
manufacture  of  rag  flock  and  the  other  two  registered  for  the  use 
of  rag  flock  in  upholstering  businesses. 

Samples  of  rag  flock  taken  from  the  manufacturers  premises 
and  submitted  to  the  prescribed  analyst  for  examination  proved  to 
be  satisfactory  in  all  respects.

Unsound  food  is  dealt  with  mostly  by  the  issue  of  surrender 
notes  and  disposal  affected  by  burying  on  the  Council’s  refuse  tips 
when  necessary. 

Routine  visits  of  food  premises  are  made  to  ensure  that  the 
requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955  are  complied 
with.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  institute  proceedings  for  any 
contraventions.  Where  it  has  been  required  to  make  recommenda¬ 
tions  by  the  district  inspectors  the  traders  concerned  have  followed 
these  without  delay  and  made  improvements. 
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Sale  of  Ice-Cream. 

Only  pre-packed  ice-cream  is  sold  in  the  area  and  the  number 
of  premises  registered  for  its  sale  increased  by  19  to  146. 

Particular  attention  has  been  given  to  the  mobile  vendor  and 
in  no  case  was  there  found  cause  for  complaint,  the  standards  of 
cleanliness  being  exceptionally  good.

MEAT  INSPECTION 

There  are  at  the  present  time  seven  slaughterhouses  in  the  area 
and  of  these,  three  are  used  daily  and  the  other  four,  thrice  weekly. 

The  owner  of  one  slaughterhouse  disposed  of  his  business  and 
the  premises  were  converted  to  an  electrical  repair  workshop. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  inspect  all  carcasses  at  or  soon  after 
slaughter,  rejected  meat  or  offal  being  stained  with  acid  green  before 
disposal  to  licensed  traders. 

In  addition  routine  inspections  of  slaughterhouses  and  all  sup¬ 
plementary  buildings  together  with  equipment,  are  carried  out  to 
ensure  that  they  are  suitably  kept  and  maintained. 

In  view  of  new  legislation  it  is  my  opinion  that  a  further 
slaughterhouse  will  cease  to  operate  next  year.  The  remaining  six 
are  capable  of  being  brought  up  to  the  required  standard,  and  in  fact 
two  owners  have  already  submitted  plans  of  their  improvements. 

Once  again  the  staff  of  the  Preventive  Medicine  Department  of 
Bristol  University  have  given  valuable  assistance  on  meat  and  un¬ 
sound  foods  generally. 

The  information  on  post  mortem  inspections  of  animal 
carcasses  is  given  in  the  appended  tabular  form  as  requested. 
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HOUSING 


Unfit  Houses. 


During  the  year  under  review  the  Council  dealt  with  a  further 
27  houses.  This  brings  the  total  that  has  received  attention  under 
the  Five  Year  Programme  to  155. 


The  Council's  records  show  that  there  are  now  102  dwellings 
still  requiring  action  to  complete  the  Programme,  but  due  to  the 
wisdom  of  the  Council  in  encouraging  housing  improvements  by 
way  of  grants  this  total  has  diminished.

Regular  routine  visits  of  all  sites  have  been  made  during  the 
year.  A  further  site  for  37  caravans  has  been  licensed  and  develop¬ 
ment  of  roads  and  sewers  is  now  taking  place. 

In  addition  to  the  three  sites,  there  are  51  individual  licences 
to  station  and  use  caravans  in  force,  bringing  the  total  number  of 
caravans  within  the  district  to  128. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Collection. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  household  refuse  is  carried  out 
by  direct  labour,  the  present  strength  of  the  force  being  twenty  men 
and  five  vehicles.  The  increasing  development  of  the  district, 
particularly  in  the  Frampton  Cotterell  and  Winterbourne  area  has 
added  more  than  300  houses  to  the  collection  rounds. 

The  service  is  now  stretched  to  its  maximum  capacity  and  it 
will  be  necessary  to  add  to  the  fleet  in  order  to  deal  with  the 
increasing  demands  now  being  made. 

A  noticeable  feature  of  the  refuse  has  been  the  steady  increase 
in  bulk  rather  than  weight. 

Despite  the  fact  that  over  half  a  million  calls  were  made  during 
the  past  twelve  months,  the  number  of  complaints  received 
regarding  non-collection  again  did  not  average  one  per  week. 


Disposal. 

Controlled  tipping  is  carried  out  on  five  sites  by  mechanical 
methods,  at  Chipping  Sodbury,  Doynton,  Filton,  Fforton  and 
Winterbourne. 

The  Filton  tip.  which  is  the  largest,  is  rapidly  being  completed 
and  a  new  tip  being  developed  at  Northwoods,  Winterbourne  will 
be  ready  for  refuse  disposal  in  the  Spring  of  1960. 

The  tip  at  Chipping  Sodbury  has  a  short  expectation  of  life 
and  an  alternative  site  is  being  sought. 
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The  greater  part  of  covering  material  required  is  now  recovered 
from  the  older  portions  of  the  various  tips,  where  refuse  has  fully 
rotted  down  and  rendered  innocuous. 

Insect  control  is  commenced  in  the  early  Spring  and  continued 
until  late  Autumn,  the  surfaces  and  sides  of  each  tip  being  treated 
by  dusting  and  spraying  both  before  and  after  covering.  This 
treatment  has  proved  very  successful  in  keeping  the  tips  free  from 
infestation. 


Salvage. 

The  amount  of  paper  collected  during  the  year  was  409  tons. 
Scrap  Iron  26  tons,  rags  and  other  salvageable  material  5  tons.  The 
amount  received  for  sales  was  £2764. 14. 8d. 

This  compares  most  favourably  with  the  amount  of  289-J  tons 
valued  at  £1,060,  raised  during  1958. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 


Details  of  treatments,  surveys,  inspections,  etc.,  carried  out 
during  the  year  by  the  full  time  Rodent  Inspector /Operator  are 
given  in  the  following  table.  All  the  sewers  in  the  district  are 
subject  to  periodical  test  baiting  in  accordance  with  laid  down 
practice  and  infestations  found  treated  in  the  manner  appropriate 
to  the  circumstances  prevailing. 

During  the  year  no  major  infestation  came  to  light  and  there 
was  no  cause  to  use  statutory  powers  to  require  cleansing  or  treat¬ 
ment  of  premises  after  discovery  of  rats  on  property  adjoining 
chicken  runs  and  smallholdings. 

Since  the  cessation  of  the  Ministry  contract  scheme  the  farming 
community  appear  to  have  adopted  a  system  of  self  treatment 
using  the  “anticoagulant”  poisons  such  as  Warfarin,  their  efforts 
although  probably  not  100%  efficient  are  serving  the  purpose  of 
keeping  the  rodent  population  controlled  as  several  surveys  of  the 
area  have  confirmed. 

Where  asked  to  do  so  the  Council  has  undertaken  yearly 
contracts  to  control  infestations  in  farms,  food  stores,  flock  manu¬ 
facturing  premises,  the  contracts  now  running  being  29  in  number 
and  with  an  approximate  annual  return  of  £350.

The  majority  of  shops  were  owner  /  occupiers  with  no 
employees.  Only  one  shop  required  action  under  the  Shops  Act.  In 
several  cases  verbal  requests  were  made  for  compliance  with  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955.  Ten  of  the  food  shops  were  found 
to  have  no  permanent  hot  water  system.

Work  has  again  progressed  satisfactorily  on  the  tip;  although 
a  number  of  small  fires  occurred  during  certain  periods  of  the  year, 
fewer  infestations  were  present  during  the  summer  possibly  due  to 
better  consolidation  and  covering  of  the  tip,  having  regard  to  the 
fine  summer  of  this  year.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

During  the  year  the  statutory  water  undertakers,  the  West 
Gloucestershire  Water  Company,  were  amalgamated  with  the 
Bristol  Water  Company.  The  Divisional  offices  still  remain  in 
Kingswood. 

Complaints  regarding  discolouration  of  water  have  diminished 
during  the  year.  A  few  complaints  of  noticeable  chlorine  content 
were  investigated. 

Occasional  samples  of  water  for  chemical  analysis  and 
bacteriological  examination  were  taken  by  the  department,  and 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 


Swimming  Baths. 

There  is  one  swimming  bath  in  the  district  privately  owned  to 
which  school  children  and  a  limited  section  of  the  public  have  access. 
The  source  of  the  supply  is  from  an  old  mine  “level”  and  the  water 
is  treated  by  passing  through  a  mechanical  filter  before  admission 
to  the  bath.  It  is  also  chlorinated  by  chlorine  gas  operated  by  a 
pulsometer.  The  water  supply  is  in  continuous  circulation  by  means 
of  a  pump  and  is  topped  up  as  and  when  necessary  from  the  source 
of  water  referred  to  above.  Samples  of  the  water  were  taken  during 
the  year  when  it  was  found  that  under-chlorination  had  occurred 
due  to  maladjustment  of  the  mechanism.  This  was  rectified  and 
bacterial  examination  of  water  showed  it  to  be  satisfactory. 

There  is  also  a  private  swimming  bath  attached  to  an  approved 
school  but  this  is  not  used  by  members  of  the  general  public.  The 
water  is  examined  from  time  to  time. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  plans  were  well  ahead  for  the 
construction  of  a  new  public  swimming  bath  operated  jointly  by 
Kingswood  &  Mangotsfield  Councils.  The  site  is  at  Soundwell  and 
the  construction  will  be  one  of  the  most  modern  of  its  kind. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

New  housing  development  has  continued  throughout  the  year 
with  the  necessary  extensions  to  the  main  sewerage  system.  This 
added  to  the  troubles  of  overloading  the  Conham  Sewerage  Works. 
The  works  are  now  handling  approximately  2\  times  the  daily  flow 
for  which  they  were  designed  in  1938. 

Work  was  in  hand  to  divert  part  of  the  untreated  sewage  and 
to  pump  all  effluent  from  the  outfall  into  the  Bristol  sewers. 
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Storm  Water. 

Extraordinary  storms  of  rain  during  the  year  caused  consider¬ 
able  flood  damage  in  different  parts  of  the  district.  Flooding 
occurred  in  Station  Road,  New  Cheltenham  Road,  Kingsholme 
Road,  Central  Avenue,  Hanham,  and  in  several  other  places  to  a 
lesser  degree. 

The  Engineer’s  department,  in  conjunction  with  Consulting 
Engineers,  are  preparing  plans  to  extend  the  storm  water  to  prevent 
a  recurrence,  and  certain  constructional  work  in  the  Station  Road 
locality  has  already  taken  place. 


MEAT  INSPECTION 

New  slaughterhouse  legislation  which  came  into  force  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  has  helped  the  Council  maintain  a  higher 
standard  of  hygiene  at  the  slaughterhouses.

Also  34  houses  were  dealt  with  under  Section  16/17  of  the  Housing 
Act  as  demolition  orders  or  closing  orders.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

No  complaints  were  received  concerning  the  quality  of  the 
public  water  supply.  Negotiations  were  entered  into,  towards  the 
end  of  the  year,  with  the  Bristol  Water  Works  Company  regarding 
the  extension  of  their  mains  to  supply  water  to  six  houses  in 
Moorend  which  still  rely  on  wells,  and  at  the  31st  December,  1959 
it  seemed  very  likely  that  a  proper  supply  would  be  available 
during  1960. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  final  length  of  the  Downend  Relief  Sewer  has  now  been 
completed. 

Three  schemes  of  Surface  Water  Drainage  are  envisaged  for 
the  coming  year:  together  with  improvements  to  the  Leap  Stream 
in  collaboration  with  Warmley  R.D.C.

16  Premises  are  registered  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  for 
various  purposes  and  routine  inspections  have  been  carried  out 
from  time  to  time  throughout  the  year.  Only  in  one  case  was  it 
necessary  to  draw  attention  of  a  Cafe  Proprietor  to  the  need  of 
certain  alterations  to  his  premises  and  at  the  end  of  December  the 
work  had  commenced. 

Ice  Cream. 

Three  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  these  all  proved  satisfactory.  There  are  40 
premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream  in  the  district.  With 
one  exception  all  the  ice-cream  sold  in  the  district  is  manufactured 
by  national  firms  and  is  all  wrapped. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  in  food  premises  generally,  in  the 
district,  remains  high.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  more  and  more 
shops  selling  perishable  foods  are  introducing  counter  refrigeration 
entirely  of  their  own  free  will  and  one  hopes  that  the  public  will 
become  conscious  of  the  advantages  associated  with  these  modern 
methods.

HOUSING 


The  number  of  houses  demolished  as  a  result  of  informal 
action  or  formal  procedure  under  Section  17  of  the  Housing  Act, 
1957,  was  28. 

14  Houses  were  made  fit  after  informal  action  by  the  Local 
Authority,  and  four  as  a  result  of  formal  action. 

During  the  year  the  unfit  property  was  dealt  with  by  way  of 
individual  demolition  orders  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  submit 
clearance  areas.  According  to  the  present  rate  of  demolition  the 
Council’s  current  five  year  programme  will  be  completed  on 
schedule. 

No  progress  was  made  during  the  year  on  the  question  of 
declaring  the  Berkeley  Road  /Nelson  Road /Haynes  Lane  district 
to  be  a  re-development  area.  This  part  is  very  congested  and  is 
merely  a  maze  of  narrow  lanes  with  good  class  property  inter¬ 
mingled  with  sub  standard  property. 


Rent  Act,  1959. 

No  applications  for  certificates  of  disrepair  were  received 
during  1959. 


Improvement  Grants. 

Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958. 

The  rate  of  applications  by  owners  for  grants  under  the  above 
Act  is  still  very  low  despite  the  fact  that  every  owner  received 
particulars  of  the  scheme  with  his  rate  demand  note.  This  is 
probably  due  to  economic  circumstances.  23  applications  for 
discretionary  grants  were  approved. 


House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959. 

The  coming  into  operation  of  the  above  Act  was  responsible 
for  a  spate  of  applications  for  standard  grants  to  provide  the 
essential  amenities  but  by  the  end  of  the  year  only  five  had  actually 
been  granted.  As  wide  publicity  was  given  to  this  scheme  more 
interest  was  shown  by  owners  and  it  is  anticipated  that  1960  will 
show  an  even  greater  response.
